CONFERENCE OF SCOTTISH 
SECRETARIES. 


A cONFERENCE of Honorary Secretaries of Branches and 
Divisions in Scotland was held in the new hall of the 
Scottish House on the occasion of its opening—to which 
reference was made in the Supplement last week (p. 159)— 
on October 4th. There was a good attendance, practically 
every area being represented. Dr. G. W. Muiuer, chair. 
man of the Scottish Committee, presided’ and welcomed 
the representatives, expressing special gratification at the 
presence of Dr. Cox, the Medical Secretary. 


J B.M.A. CHaritiEs Funp. 
Dr. C. E. Doveras, member of the Charities Committee, 
opened a discussion on the Charities Fund, reminding his 


‘audience that the aim of the Committee was to raise £20,000 


annually, which, from the 33,000 members, meant less than an 
average of £1 a head. Last year the total sum raised was 
£4,126—£900 better than the previous year, but still far short 
of the ideal. He submitted in tabular form an analysis of the 
subscriptions from the Scottish Branches, totalling £500, con- 
tributed by 12.3 per cent. of the membership, and averaging 
3s. 2d. per head—the average in the Branches varying from 
1s. 6d. to 12s. 2d. Dealing with the question sometimes raised 
as to the proportion of the total fund disbursed in Scotland, he 
was able to show from actual figures that the Royal Medical 
Benevolent’ Fund pays to Scottish recipients practically as 
much as is received from Scotland, while a large proportion of 
the beneficiaries of the Epsom Foundation are children of 
Scottish graduates. He made an eloquent appeal for greatly 
increased effort on the part of the Divisions to augment very 
substantially the subscriptions so as to enable the Committee 
to deal adequately with the urgent calls made upon it. The 


speaker showed how much had been accomplished in his own 


Branch by the appointment of a special committee with a 
secretary who made it his business to canvass for subscriptions. 
As a result the Fife Branch showed a larger proportion of 
members subscribing and a higher average subscription than 
any other Branch in Scotland. He mentioned that in no 
boasting spirit, but as an incentive to the other Branches and 
Divisions to organize the collection of subscriptions. 
Contributions to the discussion were made by Dr. Marries 
(Lothians), who favoured social functions as a means to raise 


'money; by Dr. (Caithness), who favoured the voluntary 


levy of Panel Committees and the banker’s order; Dr. Dicxsoy 
(Fife), who advocated a more intensive campaign in the 
columns of the Journal; Dr. Wirk1c Mitiar (Edinburgh) and 
Dr. Crawrorp (Lanarkshire), who were agreed that local secre 
tavies should have supplied to them information as to the 
members who did subscribe in their areas, and that the names of 
those subscribing through the Association to any of the funds 
should have their names published in the list of subscribers to 
those funds. Dr. Burst (Dundee) deprecated, as did also the 
CuarrMan, the indirect methods, and strongly advised the 
individual annual contribution. Dr. Cox also spoke com 
vincingly from his experience of many cases of urgent need, 
and strongly advocated the development of the personal appeal 
to the heart of members. 

Dr. Dovetas, in replying, promised to bring. before the 
Charities Committee the various suggestions which had beet 
made. 

Locat GOVERNMENT REFORM AND HEALTH SERVICES. 
The ScorrisH MepicaL Secrerary introduced a discussion 00 


‘the Government proposals for the reform of local government, 


a matter which, he said, deeply concerned them as an organiz® 


tion representing the profession. The proposals were based om 


two principles—wider areas for the larger services like publi¢ 
health, and co-ordination of the various local bodies at present 
dealing with them—a reform which the Association had long 
advocated. He explained in detail the existing system of 

health administration in Scotland, showing that there are a 
present more than 1,200 separate elected bodies dealing with 
health in some aspect or other, and administering a large 
number of Acts and regulations. It was generally admitted, 
he said,-that the multiplicity of authorities tended towards 
inefficiency and overlapping, and now it was proposed by the 
Government to reduce the total by abolishing parish councils; 
education authorities, district committees, and district boards 
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of control, and taking away from burghs with a population of 
jess than 20,000 their major powers under the Public Health 
Acts. All the health functions at present administered by the 
1,300 bodies would be concentrated in the hands of 55 local 
authorities (33 counties and 22 burghs), together with an equal 
member of Insurance Committees. By combination of smaller 
areas the total of 55 might even be further reduced. Reform 
of the Poor Law was promised, but no details were yet made 
public. Important changes in the financial relationship of the 
central authority to the local authorities were to be made by 
the substitution for the present percentage grant of a fixed 
block grant calculated on an elaborate formula. 

It was not proposed to confer on the new authorities any new 
pewers in relation to health unless such as might arise out of 
the reform of the Poor Law. But it was easy to see, by 
examining and collating the powers and duties at present 
exercised by all the various bodies, and now to be concentrated 
in the hands of one body, that the new local authority would 


be able—if it cared to exercise to the fullest extent its powers: 


in connexion with the Public Health Acts, maternity and child 
welfare schemes, examination and treatment of school children, 
the Poor Law, etc.—to establish practically a complete medical 
service for a very large section of the community. It did not 
follow that such a complete service would be set up imme- 
diately, but the tendency would certainly be in the direction of 
fuller provision than at present, and the influence of the central 
authority would be used in the same direction, as a condition 
of the block grant was to be that local services should be 
eficiently administered, and part of the grant might be with- 
held if a reasonable standard of efficiency were not maintained. 


Position of the Association. 

In relation to this new scheme of things it was clearly the 
duty of the Association to watch carefully the progress of 
events and use all the power it possessed to guide developments 
along right lines. It was the business of the Private Practice 
Committee, at present sitting, to formulate principles of the 
relationship of the general practitioner to public services of all 
sorts, and to guide the profession in its attitude towards the 
public health authority. It would be the duty of the Associa- 
tion, as representing the profession, to co-operate wherever 
pessible with the- local authority, and to oppose it if it made 
proposals detrimental to the profession. Early information as to 
what was proposed by a local authority would be of the utmost 
importance, and the profession should insist on being consulted 
in the formation of new schemes. In this connexion co-opera- 
tion with the medical officers of health would be invaluable, 
and the work being done by the Association in promoting the 
scale of salaries for officers in the public service would have 
an important bearing in several aspects. One of the best 
guarantees they could have that these services would be 
properly administered was to have the best possible type of 
man in the service, and in order to obtain that proper con- 
ditions of service were necessary. All this would mean great 
watchfulness and activity on the part of the Divisions, and it 
would mean careful co-ordination of the work of Divisions in 
Scotland, either through the Branches or otherwise. They 
Would have to consider carefully whether the existing machinery 
was adapted to the new conditions or whether some reorganiza- 
tion or rearrangement would be necessary. The boundaries 
of the present Divisions did not correspond to those of, the new 
heaith authorities, and it was, on the face of it, desirable that 
they should correspond as far as possible. One Division for 
tach of the fifty-five authorities might be thought to be too 
many, but there were various alternative arrangements, and the 
Whole problem ought to be carefully examined. The efficiency 
or otherwise of the Branches as organizing units should be 
thoroughly explored with a view to seeing that the machinery 
Was as efficient as it could be made to deal with what was a 
very great responsibility and a very great opportunity to see 
that these services that were now to be co-ordinated should be 
developed along lines acceptable to the profession. 

An animated discussion followed, taken part in by Dr. Burst 
(Dundee), Dr. SKrNNER ( Aberdeen), Dr. Murray (Inverness), Dr. 
Stevens (Edinburgh), Dr. Extior Drexson (Lochgelly), Dr. 
Fraser (Aberdeen), who spoke on various aspects of the rela- 
tiouship of the private practitioner to public health services, 
and Dr. MeWran (South-Eastern Counties) and Dr. Marte 


(Lothians), who commended a proposal to split up Divisions . 


Which at present cover more than one county. Dr. Cox spoke 


of the work of the Private Practice Committee, and recom- 
mended a careful study of its forthcoming report. The dis- 
cussion ended with a unanimous request to the Scottish 
Committee to circulate a report on the whole subject to the 
Divisions. 

HeattH Scare or SALaRigs. 

The CHarrMaNn introduced a discussion on the modified scale 
of salaries for public health officers in Scotland, and after 
tracing the history of the various discussions and negotiations, 
strongly urged the secretaries to initiate in their areas vigorous 
action in support of the scale. Various speakers gave their 
experiences in trying to secure the scale for vacant appoint- 
ments—some successful and others unfortunately not so. 
A unanimous resolution was passed recommending all Divisions 
to pass binding resolutions relative to the scale. 


RecionaL ProressionaL Hosprrat 

Dr. J. D. Comer (Edinburgh) intreduced a discussion on 
a proposal which is to be made by the Scottish Committee to 
hespital staffs to form. regional professional hospital com- 
mittees. He indicated, with the aid of a map, the five regions 
into which the hospitals in Scotland were grouped by the 
Mackenzie Committee in its report, and explained that what- 
ever developments in co-ordination and new provision took 
place they would probably be related to those regions. The 
British Hospitals Association, he said, had already formed 
a committee for each of the regions to explore the needs of 
their areas and to consider the possibilities of co-operation. 
It was proposed by the Scottish Committee that similar pro- 
fessional committees should be set up on parallel lines to watch 
the progress of events and to be ready to give advice from the 
professional standpoint. These committees, if formed, would 
be in line with the hospital policy of the Association. Secre- 
taries were invited to give the matter preliminary considera- 
ticn, and to bring it to the notice of members of hospital staffs 
in their areas. 

MEMBERSHIP IN SCOTLAND. 

A tabular statement was submitted showing the totals of 
members and non-members in the various professional groups 
in all the Divisions. Suggestions were made for improvement 
in the presentation of the figures and for improvement in the 
detailed information regarding practitioners, it being recognized 
that accurate registration is a first principle of organization. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman completed the proceedings. 


THE CARDIFF MEETING, 1928. 

SOME CANDID IMPRESSIONS. 
Tue issue of our contemporary the Journal of the Medical 
Association of South Africa (B.M.A.) for September 8th 
contains an article from the pen of Mr, C. Louis Leipoldt, 
giving his impression'’s of the Annual Meeting of the parent 
body at Cardiff last July. Mr. Leipoldt, whom a good 
many members in this country had the pleasure of 
welcoming, both in London and at Cardiff, is the organizing 
secretary of the Medwal Association of South Africa and 
Editor of its Journal, and we think that his frank 
criticisms will be read with interest by others besides those. 
for whom they were written. It is always refreshing—and 
sometimes chastening—to hear what our professional insti- 
tutions look like through the candid eyes of a colleague 
‘from overseas. 

The greater part of Mr. Leipoldt’s article deals with the 
procedure of the Annual Representative Meeting—a matter 
‘on which he wished to inform himself at first hand for the 
guidance of the members in South Africa. - Here we should 
perhaps add that he was present at Cardiff. in a twofold 
capacity: as an official, ‘‘ takin’ notes’’; and also as a 
member of the Representative Body, representing the Cape 
F Western and Griqualand West Branches. It will be seen 
from the extracts we quote that his impressions are in. the 
main from the point of view of an interested ohserver— 
a point of view that may be described, we think, as 
semi-detached. 

After a_ brief 
proceeds : 

“There were, I think, some 300 representatives assembled in 
the Jarge City Hall, and this parliament of the parent Associa-

tion was, at first sight, an utterly impressive and even imposing 
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assembly. It was only after sitting in that assembly for one whole 
day, and noting the waste of time and energy occasioned by the 
endless repetition of arguments in the discussions and by the 
debates on matters that should have been settled in a few minutes, 
that one realized how unwieldy and cumbersome such a body can 
be. With us there is a tendency to regard a Representative Body 
as the necessary outcome of the machinery of our Association, and 
I freely confess that before I attended this meeting I was in con- 
siderable sympathy with this view, but after my experience at 
Cardiff I am inclined to think that a Representative Body on the 
lines of that of the parent Association is not only a waste of time, 
energy, and money, but will, in this country at least, tend to 
undermine the status and the usefulness of our own Association. 
The great argument in its‘favour is, of course, that it gives 
members an opportunity of ventilating their own views, and of 
imposing upon their executive these views in a mainer more 
democratic than is supposedly the case where the expression of 
opinion collectively is confined to an annual meeting, as with us. 


. That argument does not amount to much when one considers that 


Branch meetings and Divisional gatherings give such opportunities, 
and that under our organization Branches are adequately repre- 
sented on the Federal Council. Provided that Branch and Divisional 
representation on the Federal Council is in conformity with the 
wishes of the majority of the members—and there is no reason 
why it should ever be otherwise—I cannot but think that our 
present method is superior to that of the parent Association. My 
experience of the Annual Representative Meeting at least is that 
its discussions are largely redundant, its energy expended in what 
one might almost call retrogressive steps, and its ventilating 
qualities highly problematical. We overseas representatives took 
no part in the discussions or the voting in matters that did not 
immediately affect us, nor, so far as my experience goes, did cur 
representatives on the Council. But the representatives from 
branches in Great Britain interestedly discussed practically every 
item on the agenda, and some of the most heated and prolonged 
discussions were on resolutions tendered by the Council after the 
subjects of concern had been calmly and gravely discussed by the 
Council. In some cases these resolutions were rejected by the 
Representative Meeting on arguments that struck me at the time 
as being hopelessly unconvincing and ridiculously inadequate. 

*“*As instances in point one might cite the resolution of the 
Representative Meeting to affiliate with the toyshop international 
organization that contemplates serving the League of Nations, 
and the still more amazing resolution directly negativing the 
opinion of the Council that the Association should concern itself 
more intimately with children’s clinics. The one showed a tendency 
to festination that is probably the result of a pathological con- 
dition of thought; the other a degeneration that cannot but 
unfavourably impress the public. In the discussions on these 
points one was struck by the absence of logical reasoning, and 
by the appeal to popular sentimentality. Indeed, one impression 
that the Representative Meeting makes on us overseas delegates 
is that it represents a phase of medical practice that is not quite 
what we vision it to be in the Dominions. Here we hold that 
the profession has manifest obligations towards the public, and 
that while we are as keen on safeguarding our rights, and as 
vehement in protesting against exploitation on the part of Govern- 
ment departments, we favour a policy of give and take. That 
probably is also the position in the British Isles, for, after all, 
no matter how imposing this Annual Representative Meeting is, 
it certainly does not represent so large a percentage of the pro- 
fession as our own annual meeting, for instance, does. But to 
judge from what seemed a popular expression of opinion at the 
Representative Meeting, our English colleagues still think in 
fractions instead of percentiles. They still imagine that the public 
has stood still all these years, and that any attempt to secure 
for it the best medical advice is inevitably a reflection upon the 
ability, honesty, and progressiveness of the G.P. It is, again, 
only fair to,state that there were several representatives who 
supported the progressive views of the Council.” 


Of the arrangements for the Representative Meeting 
and for the Cardiff Annual Meeting in general, Mr. 
Leipoldt writes in terms of high praise: 


“The work we did was in many ways excellent. It could not 
be otherwise under conditions so favourable as those at Cardiff. 
We found everything meticulously prepared for us. The minutes 
of the previous day were resting on our breakfast table when 
we came down in the morning. All arrangements were made 
by the several committees with a smoothness and success that 
we in South Africa might well envy. ... Our official entertain- 
ments were varied, interesting, and without exception admirabiy 
managed. ... Our excursions and other amusements were as 
varied and as ‘pleasant as our official functions. The overseas 
delegates were most aay received, and they carry away 
with them from Cardiff very pleasant recollections of new friends 
made and old gn nage es renewed. That, perhaps, is the 
most memorable function of any congress or annual meeting. It 
helps to strengthen the bonds of friendship, and it keeps us in 
touch with one another. As such the Cardiff Meeting was a big 


Mr. Leipoldt next records a few impressions gathered 
from visits to such of the sectional meetings as he found 
time to attend. 


“I went to the Section of Discases of Children, and listened 
to a discussion on enlargement of the spleen that contained no 
new notions. The other Sections that I attended were more 
interesting, and some of them, as the Section of Medicine, 
which discussed diseases of the ee arteries, were really 
illuminating. In the Section of Pathology and Bacteriology, 
Professor Turnbull of London spoke most informatively on 
pathology of encephalomyelitis in virus diseases and exanthemata, 
a matter which is arousing considerable interest in Europe and 
America at present, owing ‘to the prevalence of encephalitis after 


‘vaccination. In the Section on Public Health the discussions took 


a more popular turn, and it concerned itself with matters that 
could be described as of general interest. Unfortunately, the 
time given to each speaker—three minutes—was utterly inadequate 
for such a discussion. Here, too, it was manifest that a smaller 
number of Sections and combined meetings of Sections. would, 
in the long run, be much more useful than a multiplication of 
number of Sections and of papers. The exhibition of d 
instruments, books, and pathological specimens were, as usual, 
so much interest that most of us strolled away from the Sections 
to visit them. . 

‘“‘The outstanding impression of the meeting at Cardiff is its 
excellent management and organization by the officials concerned 
with it. Everything went with clockwork smoothness. Of the 
extent and magnitude of the task confronting Head Office. officials 
we in South Africa have but little conception. I had an _ oppor 
tunity of seeing some of the preliminary work required for the 
Meeting, and I could whole-heartedly appreciate the excellence of 
the services given by the Head Office. As the Association grows 
this work must become more difficult, and the question remains 
whether it cannot be considerably simplified. ... Altogether we 
carry away from Cardiff the most pleasant recollections, and we 
learnt there several lessons which we may with advantage put 
into practice in our own areas.”

on the poultry farm for operating the fan-driven incubator, holding 
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2,400 , and for lighting in the laying house for the purpose 
of producing more winter eggs. Ultra-violet rays are used with 
a view to counteracting leg weakness in chicks. Some eighteen 
acres .of cleared woodland is devoted to the pig department. An 
electric double-balanced plough, making two furrows at a time, is 
used. Close to the power-house is an 80,000 volt electro-culture 
plant for crop treatment. A harvesting machine with an electric 
moto, enables one-third more per day to be cut than by the usual 
method. The milk is not sterilized, but there is a bottle-cleaning 
and sterilizing room for the cleansing of all appliances coming into 
contact with it. The cowhouse is fitted with a special device for 
keeping the cows clean, and the apparatus is also used for the 
shearing of sheep.

Change of Doctor. 

Sir,—‘‘ Medium Panel,’’ in his letter published in the 
Supplement of October 6th (p. 155), definitely states that he has 
personal knowledge of some medical man having certified a 
panel patient as unfit for work who had been previously 
declared fit by his former doctor, not as an expression of 
honest opinion, but as a thank-offering for an immediate 
transfer (see my letter in the Supplement of September 22nd, 
p. 139). Unfortunately the new regulations in themselves pro- 
vide no deterrent or corrective to such a breach of good faith, 
for the obvious reason that any medical man capable of such 
action would not. hesitate to urge on the patient to apply for 
the former dector’s ccusent to an immediate transfer, which 
‘* Medium Panel ” says would not be withheld, or, in the event 
of a refusal, to apply to the Insurance Committee, in conse- 
quence of which the transfer would automatically take effect 
after fourteen days. In these circumstances the denial of the 
right of immediate change to an insured person when he is well 
or at the commencement of a fresh illness constitutes an in- 
justice, and cannot even claim to be an expedient which is 
successful in discouraging the adoption of dishonourable methods 
of increasing the size of one’s panel. A panel patient, like 
a private patient, probably resents having to obtain the consent 
of the doctor on whose list his name happens to appear at any 
time. When he is well or at the commencement of a fresh 
illness one must admit that his resentment is justifiable. When 
he is actually under treatment the average panel patient very 
likely refrains from such application out of consideration for 

* his doctor, aud it is the interfering friends and relations who 
are to blame for any breach of professional etiquette which may 
unfortunately occur. 

There is no obligation whatever on a private patient to obtain 
the consent of any doctor who may have never attended him 
professionaliy, or may have done so in the past, so that in some 
future illness he may be able to secure the services of another 
medical man, or at once when afflicted with some fresh illness. 

. Why, then, is the same right denied to a panel patient; and 
why should a panel practitioner be expected to take over from 
a colleague a case which has been receiving the latter's treat- 
ment for fourteen days? The necessity for so doing may not 
arise, it is true, but the fact that the new regulations, contem- 
plating such’ a contingency, provide for it, is an earnest of 
the scant regard for the decencies of medical practice which 
oltain in one’s private, but obviously believed to be 
unnecessary in one’s panel, work by the framers thereof. 
Immediate transfer would make such a_ provision perfectly 
umnecessary. I am satisfied that reference to the medical 
referees of cases considered doubtfal by the. approved societies 
is successful in putting a check on those patients who may wish 
to outstay their welcome in benefit. © “4 ee 
-‘* Medium Panel’’ tells us that since the new regulations 
came into force there has been a revival of professional etiquette 
in his district. -Whatever may be the cause of something so 
highly desirable and worth fostering by all legitimate means, 
evidently it is not due to an increased solidarity of common 
interests among medical men, from the fact that, for the reasons 


which are obvious to all, there is really no increased control‘ 


of their patients conferred. by these regulations. Why there 
should have been so little evidence of helpful co-operation before 
I am at a loss to understand. The desire to play the game 
need not be made conditional to the withdrawal from panel 
patients of rights which are readily conceded to private 
patients, in circumstances justifying the existence and full 
enjoyment thereof. I am pleased to say that the same desire 
to be helpful to one another prevails, and has always prevailed, 
between myself and my colleagues practising in~ the district. 
We not infrequently leave our practices in the charge of one 


another. The new regulations have-made no difference what- 


ever in that respect, nor will my advocacy of free choice; for 


reasons which I have tried to make perfectly clear, in any way 
help to remove our wish to keep on playing the game fairly 
and squarely.—I am, etc.,

Sir,—Your correspondent Dr. W. Phillips Jones would appear 
to have signed cards accepting panel patients for transfer 
without the necessary fourteen days’ notice having been given. 
Personally I welcomed this new regulation, as it prevents what 
was previously not an uncommon occurrence. A patient would 
commit some flagrant breach of regulations or make utterly 
unreasonable demands, and if the mildest reproof were 
administered would be greatly offended. At the next visit to 
the patient’s house one would be met at the door with the 
statement that he was not satisfied and had changed to another 
doctor. This transfer without even any hint prior to the 


second needless: visit has occurred several times in my expe 


rience, usually, one is glad to think, more because some relation 
or neighbour has been interfering than through any desire, or 
even act, on the part of the patient. 


Some three years ago a very troublesome, unmanageable: 


patient was boasting in the waiting room that she could change 
her doctor as often as she pleased if dissatisfied, etc. Another 
patient sitting by told her that was not so, and when she 
insisted on her right he said very quietly, ‘* No, ma’am, you 
are not allowed to change your doctor more than three times 
a day,’’ on which the discussion collapsed.—I am, etc., 
Nottingham, Oct. 14th.

LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE. 
A meetine of the London Pane! Committee was held on September 
\25th under the chairmanship of Dr. H. J. Carpate. 

Provision of Spa Treatment for Insured Pcrsons.—On the report 
of the Insurance Acts Committee, the Pane] Committee instructed 
its representatives at the forthcoming annual conference to inquire 
whether it is quite certain that an approved society will not 
recommend an insured person for treatment unless the patient's 
practitioner has first recommended that such treatment shall be 
given. It was considered that the scheme for the provision of spa 


-treatment does not make it perfectly clear whether an insured 


ag will be recommended for spa treatment in the first instanee 
y his doctor or by the approved society. It was thought to b 
very undesirable, should a society send an insured person to his 
doctor, for the latter to fill | the form of report (given in the 
scheme) for the information of the spa authorities, if the practi- 
tioner had not first recommended to the approved society that the 
patient required this special treatment. 

Investigation of Alleged Excessire Prescribing.—The 
devoted a long discussion to the consideration of the prescribing 
of a practitioner—a case which had been referred to the committee 
by the Ministry of Health under the Medical Benefit Regulations. 
The practitioner, who had 271 persons on his list, had issued 
during the quarter for which the investigation was made 360 pre- 
scriptions for 98 patients, and the cost per prescription in pence 
was 16.303, as against an average for the area of 8.133. The 
average number of prescriptions per insured person issued during 
the quarter also. was just upon per cent. in excess of that 
obtaining over the area in general. The subcommittee stated that 
the extremely high ingredient cost appeared to have been due to 
the orderimg of proprietary preparations when alternative pre 
parations of lower cost might conceivably have met the need, to 
polypharmacy (thus 20 mixtures .contained 6 ingredients cach), to 
the duplication of flavouring and carminative agents, to the order- 
ing of certafa medicaments in unusually large quantities cr with 
unusual frequency, and to the ordering of dressings in amounts 
larger than usual. The subcommittee reported that i its opinion 
the prescribing of the practitioner revealed excess, and, after 
ajJlowing him a margin of 25 per cent. above the average for the 
area, decided that the amount of the excess cost imposed on the 
drug fund was £12°14s. 4d., and recommended that the Ministry 
of Health informed. : 

The ‘practitioner forwarded certain observations to the com- 
miitee in which he contended that an insured —?— was entitled 
to the medicine which proved beneficial to his particular case, 
irrespective of cost. He‘ had a large number of Jews on his list, 
who were unusually careful or anxious about their health, and 
often wished to see specialists; in fact, one of the expensive 
preparations ordered had been recommended by a specialist 
whom he had referred the patient. : 
-Dr. Partrwce moved the reference back of the recommendation 
because he objected to the method of allowing the practitioner 
an excess of 25 per cent. above the average for the area. He co 
not imagine on what scientific basis this 25 per cent. was arrived 
at. Surely there would be no difficulty in going over the 
rescriptions in question, one by one, and decidmg which were 
in excess and to what extent. vr. W. H. Parmer seconded the 
reference back, and Dr. A. E. Grece pointed out that. it would 
be most undesirable if all practitioners whose excess -was over 
25 per cent. above the areal average were looked upon as fit 
proper victims for surcharge. : 

Dr. A. F. Heatp, the chairman of the subcommittee, opposed 
the reference back in the absence of any constructive sugz¢stiom 
as to an alternative means of arriving at the proper surcharge. 
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‘The committee divided on the motion to refer back, when a tie 
resulted, 18 for and 18 against, whereupon the motion was carried 
by the chairman’s casting vote. 


LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE. 


At the meeting of the London Insurance Committee on September 
2ith it was reported that the provision of heaith talks during the 
ensuing winter had been debated between a section of the 
Insurance Committee and the Panel Committee; the latter body 
had expressed the opinion that it was not desirable, except in 
special circumstances, for lectures or talks to be given by insur- 
ance practitioners to their own patients, but that there was 
nothing to be said against practitioners giving lectures to the 
insured patients of other practitioners, provided they were given 
in districts sufficiently distant from those in which the lecturers 
ordinarily practised. It was added that there had been com- 
munications with various university settlements and educational 
institutions, and that the authorities of a number of these had 
replied that they would welcome such talks. It was realized 
that if such talks were given a portion of the audience might 
consist of persons other than insured, but in the section of the 
Act of 1924 which empowers insurance committees to make pro- 


. vision for the giving of lectures and the publication of information 


relating to health there is no special reference to insured persons, 
so that the committee is not precluded from arranging for such 
lectures even when the audience does not consist entirely of 
insured persons. It is _——- that the requests made by the 
institutions desiring such talks should be granted subject to the 
approval of the Ministry. 

Surgery Accommodation.—The representatives of the committee 
have lately visited the surgeries of twenty-one practitioners with 
a view to ascertaining whether the accommodation was proper 
and sufficient. It was found to be so in nearly all cases, but in 
one or two it was required that the practitioners make some 
better arrangements. In one case it was required that the practi- 
tier alter a partition between the consulting room and the wait- 
ing room so as to ensure that conversations carried cn in the one 
rom should not be overheard in the other. 

Disciplinary Action.—In a case in which a practitioner bad been 
found to have committed a breach of the terms of service in 
accepting from an insured person a fee of one shilling in respect 
of an ophthalmic certificate, the Minister of Health, whose atten- 
tion had been drawn to the case, decided, after considering the 
representations of the practitioner, that a sum of £5 should be 
withheld from the money payable to the committee and should 
be recovered from the agen by deduction from his remunera- 
tim. The same penalty was inflicted in another case in which 
the committee had found that an insured person had been 
improperly charged fees for treatment provided for her by an 
insurance practitioner. In a third case, in which it had been 
found that the practitioner had committed a breach of the terms 
of service in failing to respond to requests made for his services, 
the Minister, after considering the practitioner’s representations, 
decided not to withhold any money, but intimated that in the 
event of any further breach being reported to him he would be 
bound to take a more serious view of the matter. The Medical 
Service Subcommittee reported that it had received a communica- 
tion from the Panel Committee alleging that an insurance practi- 
tioer had improperly — to secure the inclusion of the names 
of insured persons on his list, and requesting the subcommittee to 
investigate the matter. The subcommittee considered it desirable 
to obtain a ruling from the Ministry of Health whether it was 
a competent body to deal with such a case, and it was now 
reported that a reply had been received stating that the Minisier 
was of opinion that the matter was one which could be properly 
referred to the Medical Service Subcommittee for investigation. 


WARWICKSHIRE LOCAL MEDICAL AND PANEL 
COMMITTEES. 


4 merTING of the Warwickshire Local Medical and Panel Com- 
mittees was held at Coventry on October 11th, when Dr. Herserr 

ALINS presided over a good attendance. 

The question of a proper remedy ainst irregular actions 
alleged against approved societies or their agents was ain 
considered. The 1926 conference instructed the Insurance Acts 
Committee to press for power to the Medical Service 
Subcommittee or other approved y to investigate complaints 
made by doctors or others against approved society officials who 
may attempt irregular action in connexion with certification or 
interfere with a practitioner in the discharge of his duties. In 
view of this great dissatisfaction was expressed on consideration 
of- paragraphs 70 and 71 of the current report of the Insurance 

is Committee, which referred to machinery, the existence . of 
which was far from obvious. It was finally decided to move the 
reference back of this paragraph on the grounds that, whilst 
Practitioners can be prosecuted and penalized in their locality 
or breaches of the regulations, no corresponding provision is 
made for local investigation where they themselves may wish to 
pete irregularities which prejudice the proper working of medical 

nefit. 


The Committee were informed by the Medical Secretary that 
their notice of motion asking for reversion to the previous year's 
teedom of change of doctor on the score of the unsatisfactory 
Position brought about by current restrictivns, could not be 
included in the forthcoming conference agenda in view of the 
absence of support from five other Panel Committees of a motion 
Teversing the previous year’s conference decision. 

A discussion took place regarding the query embodied in para- 


graph 51 of the report of the Insurance Acts Committee as to the 
reason for the increase of sickness benefit claims in the absence 
of an epidemic. It was strongly suggested that this year has 
undoubtedly witnessed an epidemic of a catarrhal nature with 
secondary ramifications, which must account for a large increase 
in debility and ill-health. Doubts were expressed as to the value 
of the minor devices which are being recommended by the 
Insurance Acts Committee (recommendations C, D, E, and F) 
with the view, apparently, of convicting individual practitioners 
© eAvessive certification, the view being expressed that this was 
no solution of the approved societies’ financial difficulties.
